3. The terminal disclaimer filed on March 14, 2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US Patent 
7,200,815 B2 and US Patent App. No. 09/812405 has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 - 1 8 and 1 9-37 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in interpreting the 
claims in light of the Specification and applicants' arguments, the examiner finds the claimed 
invention patentably distinct from the prior art of record. 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, either alone or in combination, the 
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invention as claimed. Shelton et al, US Pat. No. 5,951,643, teaches a system and method for 
managing information for web synchronization and tracking wherein a unique ID is assigned to a 
session and all activities by the consumer browser is recorded into the session (See Abstract, col. 
2, lines 10-30 and col. 5, lines 1-10). However, Shelton does not explicitly teach a method and 
computer readable medium comprising detecting an event comprising changes in visual stimuli 
and assigning an identification (ID) to that particular event. 

Further, Levine, US Pat. No. 6,385,590 Bl, teaches a method and system for determining 
the effectiveness of a stimulus wherein storing and analyzing statistical information regarding 
user interaction with a visual stimulus (See Levine, Abstract, col. 3, line 66 - col. 4, line 52 and 
col. 5, line 21 - col. 6, line 40). However, Levine does not explicitly teach using the stored 
information, including at least one changed parameter of the visual stimuli caused by the event, 
for later reconstruction. 

The examiner finds applicants arguments filed March 14, 2008 to be persuasive. See 
Remarks, page 7, line 15 - page 8, line 9 and Specification, page 14, line 1 - page 15, line 18 and 
page 21, lines 1 1-30 (page and line numbers refer to Specification as originally filed). See also 
arguments filed August 23, 2007, page 10, lines 1-10.
